GOLD AND SILVER COINAGE. 


All the Revenue-Raising 
Measures 
Likely to Be Left to Congress— 
Lively Scramble Over the Distribu­ 
tion of the Hcuse 
Offices—Will 
Fa7or the Gold Standard. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
25.—There 
is 
much interest manifested in the presi­ 
dent’s forthcoming 
message. 
Some 
Democrats who have the confidence of 
the president say they have reason to 
believe that the president will devote 
his message largely to an exposition of 
bis views on the financial situation, 
and that he will decline to assume 
responsibility for 
positive 
recom­ 
mendations to congress as to the means 
of replenishing the 
revenue. 
If the 
president shall refrain from suggesting 
any plan which he can approve he will 
not give to congress any guide which 
will enable that body to frame a prac­ 
tical measure which would insure its 
enactment by the two bouses and his 
own approval. 
As to the finances, the report Id »hat 
the message will reaffirm the platform 
of the Reform Club of New York in 
favor of the single standard of abso­ 
lute gold monometallism, and the re­ 
tirement of the greenback, and possibly 
free banking, both state and national. 
It is known absolutely that the prin­ 
cipal planks of President Cleveland’s 
personal platform are gold monometal­ 
lism, the retirement of the greenback, 
and free banking. Speaker Reed has 
been here a few hours, but no one 
claims to know what his purpose is re­ 
garding the committees. 
It will be 
safe to assume that no credence should 
be given to any pretended interviews 
with him on the subject of the com­ 
mittees, or the speakership. He has 
distinctly said that he will furnish no 
information on that subject, and he will 
doubtless keep his word. 
There is, perhaps, more interest mani­ 
fested in the disposition of the Maine 
delegation than in that of any other del­ 
egation. The speaker is embarrassed 
there by an abundance of good material. 
He can scarcely afford 
to

Mr. Dingley or Mr. Boutelle, the for­ 
mer of whom is mentioned for the 
chairmanship of ways and means, while 
Mr. Boutelle, by unanimous consent, 
should go to the chairmanship of naval 
affairs.

Annaal Report of th e D irector of the 
Mint. 
Washington, Nov. 25.—The director 
of the mint has submitted his report 
to the secretary of the treasury. The 
value of the gold deposited at the mints 
and assay offices during the fiscal year 
was 187,482,082, of which $65,161,007 
were original deposits and $22,321,022 
were redeposits. 
The classification of the original de­ 
posits of gold was: Domestic bullion, 
$44,271,949; worn uncurrent and muti­ 
lated gold coins, $188,258; foreign bul­ 
lion and coin, $16,367,049; gold plate, 
jewelry, etc., $3,213,809. 
The value of the silver deposited dur­ 
ing the fiscal year was $15,714,365, of 
which $15,234,700 were original deposits 
and $479,665 redeposits. 
The value of the deposits of domestic 
silver bullion at the mints during the 
fiscal year was $8,804,363, and worn 
and mutilated domestic coins, at silver 
dollar value, $3,899,353; foreign bullion 
and coin, $1,780,923; old plate, jewelry, 
etc., $750,061. 
The coinage by the mints during the 
year was: Gold, $43,933,475; silver dol­ 
lars, $3,956,011; subsidiary silver coins, 
$5,113,469; minor coins, $712,594, a total 
coinage of $53,715,549. 
The estimated product of gold and 
silver in the United States during the 
calendar year 1894 was: Gold, $39,500, 
OOO; silver, 49,500,000 fine ounces, of the 
commercial value of $31,422,000 and the 
coining value of $64,000,000. The est! 
mated production of the world for the 
calendar was: Gold, $180,626,100; silver, 
coining value, $216,892,200; commercial 
value, $106,522,900. 
The coinage of gold and silver by the 
various countries of the world, so far as 
this information has been received for 
the calendar year 1894, was: Gold, 
$227,921,032; silver, $106,383,952.

A CONFESSION MADE

LAD OWNS UP TO A KILLING 
AT BROWNSVILLE, ORE. 


Lloyd Montgomery Says He Shot Mc 
Kercher at Brownsville, Ore , but 
Denies the Killing of His Parents 
—Brutal Deed of a Drunken Hun­ 
garian—Burglars Make a Rich Haul 


Alliance, Ore., Nov. 25.—All doubts 
as to the guilt of Lloyd Montgomery, 
the 18-year-old boy accused of murder­ 
ing his father, mother and D. R. Mc- 
Kercher, near Brownsville, was re­ 
moved yesterday when he made a par­ 
tial confession to Sheriff McFerron. 
Young Montgomery said: 
‘I killed McKercher after he had 
killed father and mother. 
He had 
shot them both down and shot once at 
me, when I seized the gun and shot 
Him. 
Then I ran away from the 
hduse.” 
The prisoner declared that he did not 
kill his parents. 
He told the same 
story to his attorney and those present 
with him this evening. 
The officers 
feel sure of his guilt now, and express 
the belief that he will soon make a full 
confession.

STORM ON THE OCEAN. 


Coast of 
Violent Storm Raging on the 
G reat B ritain. 
London, Nov. 25.—The recent storms 
played sad havoc with shipping along 
the English channel and the coast of 
the Atlantic. Four ships which were 
due in port Saturday or Sunday are be 
lieved to have foundered. The violent 
northeast gale which has prevailed 
along the British coasts during the last 
twenty-four hours caused the suspen­ 
sion of the Folkstone-Boulogne service, 
and the mail steamer, which was unable 
to make Calais, returned to 
Dover. 
Other steamers from the continent re 
port fearful passages and several cas­ 
ualties to fishing boats and small boats 
of Lowestoft and elsewhere. The bodies 
of nine persons have washed ashore 
near Finistere, France, and it is feared 


Horrible Crime of rn Drunken Hungarian 
a t New York. 
New York, Nov. 25.—Andrew Tinks, 
a Hungarian, while intoxicated yester­ 
day, attempted to assault, then murder 
his 15-year-old daughter and then com 
mitted suicide. The man, his common 
law wife and her daughter by a former 
marriage, lived together in a tenement 
house in Third street. 
Saturday night 
they all went to a party, returning 
home at an early hour in the morning. 
Shortly after they had retired the wo­ 
man was awakened by the screams of 
her daughter. 
The man had attempted 
to assault the girl, and, meeting with 
resistance, was crazed with anger. He 
seized a knife and thrust it into the 
girl’s back several times. 
The girl, 
though horribly cut and bruised, man­ 
aged to break away from him and es­ 
caped from the house. The police were 
called and found Tinks stretched out on 
the floor, having fired several shots 
from a revolver into his neck and head 
He died before an ambulance arrived. 


CONFERENCE NECESSARY. 


European Power* Most Take Action Be­ 
fore Next Spring. 
London, Nov. 25.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Constantinople says that 
the opinion prevails in diplomatic cir­ 
cles that a European conference is in­ 
dispensable for the settlement of the 
Turkish question, for, although the 
powers have agreed, this agreement 
cannot be changed into action for fear 
of drawing Europe into a dangerous 
eastern situation. The winter snows 
will keep the Asiatic provinces quiet, 
but something must be 
done before 
spring revives the excitement and 
Macedonia is brought into the move­ 
ment. 
Consuls estimate the loss of property 
as a result of the Diarbekir riots alone 
at $2,000,000. General alarm still con­ 
tinues here, despite reassuring reports 
from the provinces, and the wealthy 
Armenians sleep at the hotels in prefer­ 
ence to remaining at their own houses.

They had 
supposed that the combination of last 
spring would be effective and could not 
be broken. 
They had calculated the 
affect upon the southern and western 
members of the discovery of the fact 
that all the important house offices are, 
by this plan, to be given to the east, 
while the greatest majority of the votes 
of the members come from the south 
and west. Earnest efforts are now be­ 
ing made by the combine to secure 
votes in the south and the west. They 
have, thus far, been unsuccessful, ex­ 
cept in the case of a few isolated west 
-em members, to whom it is said that 
liberal promises of subordinate patron­ 
age have been made. Their greatest 
hope in the west now is that they will 
secure the solid Ohio vote. 
They hope to have this support by 
.agreeing to cast the vote of the com­ 
bine for an Ohio candidate for postmas­ 
ter. With the nineteen votes from 
Ohio, the combine claims that it will 
be successful. They expect to have 
many votes in New England, but they 
do not mention names. The combine 
has not ventured to solicit the support 
of the Maine delegation, as it is known 
that Mr. Reed does not wish to have the 
speakership contest in any way embar­ 
rassed by the strife for the house offices 
It is said, also, that two Massachu­ 
setts congressmen, one from Vermont 
and one from New Hampshire, will vote 
for General Henderson,while the rest of 
the New England contingent is claimed 
for McDowell. The greatest concern 
which the combine has is that pretty 
nearly the solid south may vote for 
Henderson of Illinois. 
A formidable 
movement toward that end is now in 
progress.

Athens, Nov. 25.—Reports of a collis­ 
ion between the Turkish troops an** the 
Christians of the island of Crete has 
been fully confirmed. It is estimated 
that thirty persons have been killed 
and wounded. 
London, Nov. 25.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Athens says that the fight­ 
ing at Crete took place on Wednesday 
at Campos, near Canea, a fortified sea­ 
port and the principal commercial town 
of the island. The military governor 
at Canea commanded the Turks, while 
the Christians were led by a committee. 
The governor of Canea was wounded.

POSTOFFICE AFFAIRS. 


Gold Hunters Die In th e Mountain*. 
Mazatlan, Mex., Nov. 25.—The dead 
bodies of five men, two of whom are 
recognized as being Americans, have 
been discovered northwest of here in a 
wild section of the Sierra Madre moun­ 
tains. The bodies are supposed to be 
those of members of a gold prospecting 
party who left here several weeks ago. 
It is supposed the party lost their way 
in the mountains and died from starva­ 
tion. 


Elevator and Mills Destroyed. 
New York, Nov. 25.—The large ele­ 
vator and mills of the Elevating and 
Milling company, owned by Quinlan, 
Travis & Co., at Port Richmond, S. I, 
were totally destroyed by fire last night. 
The cause of the fire was an explosion 
in the rear of the building. 'No one can 
account for the explosion. The loss is 
estimated at $60,000, partially covered 
by insurance. 


Annual Report of the D epartm ent Shows 
a Deficiency. 
Washington, Nov. 
25.—Postmaster 
General Wilson has made his first an­ 
nual report to the president. The re 
ceipts of the postoffice department fo. 
the year ending June 30, 1895, were 
$76,171,090, and the expenditures $86,- 
790,172. It is gratifying, says the re­ 
port, that a large portion of the defi­ 
ciency occurred in the first quarter of 
the year and that revenues are increas­ 
ing with 
returning prosperity. Mr. 
Wilson estimates the revenue for the 
year ending June 30,1897, at $89,793,120, 
and the expenditures at $94,817,900, the 
difference to be made up by congres­ 
sional appropriation. The postmaster 
general refers to the growth of the free 
delivery service and says: “I believe it 
is good policy for congress and for this 
department to foster the extension of 
this service by judicious appropriations 
and judicious administration.” 


Everything Quiet u t Muraovua 
Constantinople, Nov. 25.—No news 
reached here from 
the 
interior on 
Saturday, except from Marsovan, where 
all was quiet, though apprehension was 
felt for the safety of the American mis­ 
sionaries located there and the houses 
were carefully protected. The sultan 
Saturday sent a message to Minister 
Terrell to the effect that no disturb­ 
ances had been 
reported from the 
Anatolia peninsula on Friday or Satur­ 
day.

CANADA’S IMPORTANCE. 


Becomet th* Main Highway to th* B rit­ 
ish Empfroh 
London, Nov. 25i—The Times pub- 
ishes an article on the Pacific cable 
and the proposed direct steamship send­ 
ee to Canada. It sa /a that the success 
of the movement is 
largely due to 
Canada. The government dees not in­ 
tend to subsidize the Australian-Pa­ 
cific service from 
Australia to Van­ 
couver. It is also understood that the 
government will subsidize the Atlantic 
section of the service only on condition 
that better time can be made over the 
Canadian Pacific railway than can be 
made under existing 
conditions. 
In 
both the steamship 
and 
the cable 
schemes the principle is recognized 
that in order to have British connec­ 
tions exclusively the fine must in the 
first instance 
be carried westward 
from the center. 
By the acceptance 
of this principle 
Canada obtains 
position she bas never occupied before 
as the main highway of the British 
empire.

sugar arrives, minus a quarter of a 
cent per pound.

the expiration of their contract, if the 
trust does not come to terms, it is pro­ 
posed to erect a refinery here or at 
Honolulu.

^Ehink Two Drunken Tramps Killed 
a Comrade.

NEAR THE SCENE. 


^Revolver that W as Thought to Have 


Been Used Also Discovered Hidden 


Ueder a Tree—Post Mortem And 


An Jcqnest to Be Held—Men Ucde 


Arrest Claim They Acted In Self 


Defense—Saturday Night’s Affray. 


A murder on the * ‘state line.” 
At last it has happened. 
Beloit physicians are this morning 
holding a post mortem examination on 
a man called “ Slinger,” while W. J. 
Grier and an unknown man are sit­ 
ting sullenly in their cells in the Line 
City lcck-up. 
“ The Willows” was the scene of the 
killing; the “ Willows gang” the ac 
tors in the play. 
Saturday night Marshal Appleby 
w as notified that some tramps had i 
bonfire in the lower part of the city 
The officers went down and found I 
man lying on the snow with two 
tramps standing over 
him with a 
revolver. 
They told the officer that 
their companion had a “ wild spell” and 
tried to kill them with his revolver, 
and they had knocked him down to save 
their lives. 
Marshal Appleby hearc. 
two pistol shots before he reached the 
scene and the tramps explained to him 
that they had fired to try tne revolver. 
The tramp who was down seemed to 
be drunk rather than hurt and the 
police left them. 
Later 
the two 
tramps told the marshal that their 
friend seemed to be bad cif and the 
police took him to the station. 
Death Came 8oon. 
The man had not been at the lock 
up long before death came to his re 
lease. 
He was about thirty years old 
alight of statue and is known to the 
police as “ Slinger.” 
Aside from that 
nothing is known about him. 
The whole party was drunk, and the 
men arrested claim they acted in eel 
defense. 
One of them says his name 
Is W. J. Grier, while the other refuses 
to tell his name. 
The police say that the circumstances 
do

theory. 
When 
Marshs'

arrived

the first time, the tramps were en 
gaged in taking the shells from the 
revolver.

found that the revolver was gone. 
Bearch for it resulted in its being 
found wrapped in a handkerchief 
under the roots of a tree. 
The club

which 
“slinger” had been 
pounded was also found. 
It lay on 
the snow some twenty feet from the 
scene. Blood and hair were still stick­ 
ing to it. 
Both the bludgeon and the 
revolver are now in the hands of the 
officers. 
Sheriff Appleby was notified by his 
brother and left for Beloit yesterday 
morning. 
Last night he came home 
but returned to the Line City this 
morning. 
Hold » Post Mortem. 
The officers now think that “ Sling­ 
er” was shot as well as pounded with 
the club, and a po** inertial examine 
*&s lield this morning to see if 
such was the case. 
An inquest will 
"also be held, and in the meantime the 
tw o suspects are kept under lock and 
key. 
The alleged fight occurred in “ The 
W illows,” on a triangular piece of 
land bounded by the state line, the 
C. A N. W. railroad and 
the river, 
which has been a great “hang out” for 
tramps. 
All three men are of the 
“ hobo” 
class, and the police hint

Willows has long baen a place where 
lawlessness was rampant and now 
that a murder has been committed 
there, the reputation of the spot can 
be considered to be complete.

The two accused men w ill be beld at 
Beloit to await the coroner’s finding. 
If they are charged with the crime, 
they will be examined at that city, so 
in'all probability Rock county jail will 
not shelter them for a time at least.

me, in a small patch of woods where 
ie and other tramps were enjoying the 
warmth of a fire kindled with wood 
stolen from Richard Gaarde’s wood 
yard near by. 
The circumstances, as 
near as can be ascertained, are that 
Slinger was enjoying the fire and a 
bottle of alcohol by himself, when he

Upon 
their 
refusal 
he 
pulled 
out 
a 
revolver 
and attempted to shoot Waterman and 
his pal, mapping the gun twice in 
Waterman’s face, whereupcn the lat­ 
ter^ partner struck Slinger on the 
head with a club, knocking bim sense- 
ess. 
Gaarda reported the theft of 
lie wood to Marshal Appleby who 
visited the scene and found’ the two 
tramps exauiinirg the broken pieces 
of the revolver and 
Slinger lyiug 
senseless by the fire. 
Said Slinger Was All Right. 
He inquired into the cause of Sling­ 
er^ condition aud was assured by the 
ether two that he was all right, and 
w ill come around in a little while and 
with an admonition to leave Gaarde’s 
wood alone and leave the city, he left 
the tramps to lock after their wound­ 
ed comrade. 
Later on in the evening 
Gaarde again reported the stealing of 
wood from his pile, knd while Apple­ 
by was hustling down to the vicinity 
of 
the 
old 
pail 
factory, 
he 
was 
accosted 
by 
Watsrman 
and his pal who stated that Slinger 
had not reg ained consciousness and 
suggested shat the marshal take care 
of him and in the meantime they 
would “fly de coop.” 
But Appleby 
suspected all was not right aud placed 
the two tramps in jail. 
He then re­ 
turned and took the still unconscious 
Slinger to jail in the patrol. A physi­ 
cian was summoned who stated that 
Slinger injuries were 
not a serious 
nature and that he would soon re­ 
cover. But in spite of this the wound­ 
ed man grew 
worse and about 9 
o’clock be died. 
A coroner’s jury was enpanel ed and 
after vi ewing the remains adjourned 
until this morning. 
The dead man was about 30 years 
of age, tall 
aud sparely built with 
dark hair and mustache. 
He had 
apparently not been a hard workiog 
man, as his muscles were flabby and 
his hands soft and uncalloused. 
Be­ 
sides a small wound 
at the back of 
the head, the one supposed to have 
caused his death, his nose had been 
broken and bled profusely. 
It is the opinion of the officers this 
morning and others that one of the 
prisoners at least is an old criminal, 
and the other, who has given

it Is Becoming Popular and Threatens 
to Derelop Into a Wild Fad. 
An effective departure in art is the 
sew monotype that is beginning to find 
its way to America from Paris, where it 
has enjoyed for some months a violent 
popularity. The process was discovered 
by Hubert Herkimer. The artistic folk 
of Paris were quick to see its possibili- 
des, and the fame thereof hew like wild­ 
fire throughout the inflammable paint­ 
ers’ quarters. 
Monotype parties have 
been one of the latest fads of these ap­ 
preciative people. Artists infected with 
the craze and their curious friends gath­ 
er in some accessible studio in ardent 
groups to turn out these pictures. The 
excitement lies in the fact that no one 
can foresee quite how they will turn 
out, the pleasure, not in the novelty., 
though that, of course, contributes to it, 
but mostly in the potent truth that in 
no other way can the same effects of 
light and shade be obtained. 
To pro­ 
duce the monotype the artist paints his 
study upon a zinc plate, which is put 
through a press. As the name implies, 
only one impression is produced. Those 
that are done in one color are the most 
successful as yet, though some of the 
two-color attempts are very charming. 
The subtlety of certain delicate effects, 
as, for instance, sunlight on water, is 
rendered by this new phase of art in a 
truly marvelous manner. Although the 
cordiality of Paris may not be expected, 
perhaps, in America, for the monotype, 
there can be no doubt that they will be 
warmly received here, when they are 
once a: home in our art exhibits and 
whew, too, the public has learned to un­ 
derstand them sufficiently to appreciate 
the fact that a favorite study, produced 
in this way, will not be found dupli­ 
cated in a neighbor’s drawing room; 
this is now the fear of the careless art 
patron who seems to have some hazy 
idea of etchings in his mind. The prac­ 
tical wife of an artist who has lately re­ 
turned from Paris with the monotype 
fever raging in his blood, complains 
ruefully: “Why, my husband took the 
clothes-wringer away from the maids 
for a press to produce those pictures!” 
She smiled with a woman’s superiority 
as she added: “He said they could have 
it back again! It would take at least 
three hours to remove that oily paint 
with turpentine every time they used 
it.” With a sigh, “I have bought a new 
wringer.” So there is a sordid side to 
even such gems of art as his wife dis­ 
plays with a pride that must soften, if 
it does not efface, the domestic incon­ 
venience. 
The esthetic side is Venetian scenes 
in brown, an old stone bridge in gray, 
mountain peaks and a seascape in blue, 
and a cluster of picturesque willows in 
green. Who could mind the loss of one 
wringer after feasting the eyes on such 
exquisite shading, particularly if it 
isn’t her wringer?

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CATTLE HOLD U P A TRAIN.

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BENEFITS OF SANITATION. 


B r e t t Financial L oss 
C om es to Many 
Communities F ro m Sickness and Death. 
T his is a hard, p ra c tic e age th at de­ 
m ands money value for every progres­ 
sive step, and efforts to improve sani­ 
tary conditions are too often retarded 
b y this m ercenary claim. 
As argu­ 
ments sanitarian present some rem ark­ 
able statistics, showing financial loss, 
Individually and as a whole, to com­ 
m unities when an epidemic 
prevails. 
A num ber of very interesting tables and 
diagram s have been compiled by G. E. 
W illetts, of Michigan, showing m ortal­ 
ity from general and specific causes 
covering a period of 250 years. 
His 
search of the records of England has 
been very thorough, resulting princi­ 
pally in estim ates of London and E n­ 
glish counties, says New York Times. 
From his tables, 
simply 
arranged 
"with heavy black columns, varying in 
length according to the percentage of 
mortality, it is shown that in London 
from 1660 to 1679 the rate of m ortality 
from fevers alone was 875 per 100,000 
persons. 
In' 1S8S it was but 17, more 
than fifty times less. 
The reduction 
shows greatest between 1801 and 1810, 
then a considerable decrease followed 
from 1831 to 1840, after which it re­ 
mained about stationary tkrought 1841 
to 1871, showing slight change to 1888. 
Sim ilar progress is indicated for con- 
snmption, but greater 
for 
smallpox. 
The latter disease killed 502 persons in 
every 100,000 just previous to Jenner’s 
discovery, in 1780. 
In 1885 there was 
only 9 deaths from smallpox to 100,000. 
A rem arkable decrease is indicated a l­ 
so for all general causes. 
In 1679 the 
rate stands at 80 deaths for every 1,00G 
inhabitants, and dim inishes to IS.4 in 
18S8 in London. 
The greatest progress has been made, 
of course, since sanitation became a 
science, and increasing advancem ent is 
shown when people have learned that 
the adoption of 
its 
measures 
saves 
money. 
In most states the maximum 
value of a m an’s life is put at $5,000 
and the minimum $1,000 for damages. 
W illiam F arr, in his cold calculations 
of m ortality and loss, estim ated the life 
of an English farm laborer at $1,200 and 
a woman’s about $500 less. 
These figures are too low for A m eri­ 
can labor, and decidedly low for a large 
portion of the middle class. 
For illus­ 
tration, however, the conservative fig­ 
u re $1,000 is 
generally 
used. 
This 
amount m ultiplied by the death rate of 
a given place gives the approxim ate 
loss to th at community. 
This does not 
include loss from sickness, which some 
statisticians estim ate on a basis of ten 
or twelve cases to every death. 
In sm all towns, where sanitary meas­ 
ures have not been generally adopted 
and a proper sewerage system is un­ 
known, barring epidemics, the num ber 
of deaths yearly has generally averaged 
4 to 7 per 10,000 population. 
Taking 
th e money value of each life at $1,000 
the am ount of loss to the town is ob­ 
vious.
